‘We made further progress last night north of the Anere in 
the neighborhood of the Beaneourt read, where, as a result of a small 
enterprise undertaken on a limited front, we occupied some 600 yards 
of hostile trench without difticnlty. We took a few prisoners, 

‘Barly in the night the enemy aitacked our new positions south 
of Serre Hill, but caught by artillery barrage and machine gun fire, 
was easily repulsed. The enemy’s lines were entered by our patrols 
at a number of places. Southeast of Armentieres, one of onr raiding 
parties blew up a hostile ammunition dump and eaptured a few 
prisoners. This morning an enemy raiding party observed collect 
ing on the enemy’s positions northeast of Neuville-St. Vaast, was 
dispersed by our artillery.

Berlin’s latest offer 
to give the United States a chance 
to say how far and upon what 
terms it will surrender its rights 
at sea without fighting does not 
proceed from fear but from 
strategy.

But with Mr. Michener 
snoozing in the caretaker’s chair 
there would be no particular rea- 
sou Why anyone who wanted to 
should not come along and help 
himself to whatever looked good 
to him. The people of British
